$20,000 TO REPLACE IT 



New Home to be Built in Place of,lhe One 

That Was Destroyed by Fire Last 

Winter at Lake Bluff 



AUTO SKIDS INTO LAKE 



A new two story $20,000 fire proof 
structure was definitely settled upon 
at a meeting of the directors of the 
Lake Bluff Orphanage held Monday 
afternoon, to replace the ' Manilla 
Hobbs Home, which was destroyed 
late in the winter by fire. 

The new building will provide a home 
for 55 children, who otherwise would 
be without shelter. The building is to 
be constructed out of brick or concrete, 
and will be as modern as the facilites 
of Lake Bluff will allow. It is to be 
built right south of the Marilla Hobbs 
structure and will be larger than any 
other building in the group at the or- 
phanage. 

This building will be practically with- 
out a name. It will be dedicated to no 
one in particular, as far as is known, 
and the $20,000, needed for the build- 
ing will be raised by Deaconess Clara 
Musson and Deaconess Lucy J. Judson. 
For the raising of the money the cam- 
paign will be spread over a large terri- 
tory. The two will not confine their 
efforts to. any one section but will 
thoroughly canvass the entire northern 
state. Methodists, Baptists. Congre- 
gational and Christian wilf all have, a 
chance to aid in this good work. The 
orphanage is undenominational in its 
work, and takes care of the children of 
any one who cannot care for 
themselves, and so all will have a 
chance to do something for this, one of 
Lake county's greatest charities. 

The present Marilla Hobbs building 
is to be remodeled, and, is to be used 
for administration purposes, offices for 
the heads of the home being provided. 
The remodeling of this structure alone 
will cost about $1,500. 

The new building is to be put to one 
of the most practical purposes possible, 
In the basement of the new structure 
a domestic science department is to be 
opened, with Miss Baker of Provi- 
dence, Rhode Island, as instructor. 

As soon as sufficient monev is raised 
by the two deaconesses, the work will 
be started, and rushed to completion. 
The children who were rendered home- 
less by the fire last winter are now be- 
ing housed in a house, which was leas- 
ed from Mr. Kimdall, of the Kimball 
Piano Company of Highland Park, and 
are under the care of a separate dea- 
coness. With the new building, caring 
for 55 children, all the unfortunate 
little ones who will be housed in the 
same place. 

When one stops and considers the 
worthiness of this great charity, it is 
not believed that the two deaconesses 
of the institution will have any trou- 
ble in raising the money desired. An 
appeal will be made in every quarter 
where a possibility arises, and it would 
be well for one to remember thot possi- 
bly some day your own children will be 
dependent upon an institution like this 
for their home, and dig deep into your 
pockets. The building is imperative, 
because of the destruction of the one 
building. One child lost his life through 
the fire last winter, and a large num- 
ber were rendered homeless, and no 
place has been provided for them ex- 
cept the leased house as yet. 

The work of raising the $20,000 is 
to start immediately after an accept- 
able Bet of plans are presented. The 
two women who have taken this work 
upon their shoulders have done mifllh 
good work for the orphanage, and are 
deserving of the highest praise in 
their new undertaking. 



Bursting of a Tire Causes Automobile to 
Skid Down Embankment 

An auto party from Waukegan had a 
narrow escape from injury or death 
at the Vantwood Hotel at Druce Lake 
Sunday afternoon, when in rounding 
a bad curve in front of the hotel a tire 
burst, throwing the machine into a 
ditch. 

The automobile was the huge seven 
passenger .touring car, belonging to 
Nelson A, Steele of the National Bank, 
and was being driven by his son Charles. 
In the party were Frank Clark, of Chi- 
cago and Leonard Doolittle, an em- 
ployee of the Barwell plant. The 
party left late in the morning, and 
made record time to the lake. 

While driving along at a low rate of 
speed, almost in front of the Vantwood 
Hotel a rear tire burst. The road was 
slippery with the rain, and the auto- 
mobile became unmanageable. It skid- 
ded, and the machine finally went 
down a steep embankment, and almost 
into the lake. 

Leonard Doolittle, who was riding in 
the rear seat of the auto, was thrown 
out, but outside of a severe shaking, 
was not injured. The rear end of the 
maching was caved in, but the motor 
was uninjured. The party fixed up 
the machine and continued on their way. 

Had the machine been going at a 
high rate of speed, it is likely that 
some one would have been seriously 
injured. The bank, where the machine 
went down, ended in the edge of the 
waters of the lake.

The proposition to establish a union 
free high school district carried at a 
special election held at Wilmot last 
week Thursday, there being 122 votes 
cast in favpr of the proposition and 68 
against. 

The new district comprises- the east 
half of Randall, the west half of Salem, 
sections 10, 11 and 12 in Wheatland, 
sections 28 and 33 and a part of 32 in 
Randall, and sections 22, 27 and 34 ,in 
Salem, comprising a little over 38 
square miles. The district is compara- 
tively wealthy with an assessed valua- 
tion of about two million dollars. 

On the question of officers there was 
a scattering of votes. Supt Kerwin 
for director was the high man on the 
list with 63 votes, * but even ho did not 
attain a majority of the votes cast. 
The officers of the new districts are J

Withstanding the atrocious attack of 
a human fiend Tuesday night shortly 
after 10 o'clock in the dark depths of 
the ravine near Washington street, the 
wife of a prominent Waukegan business 
man, who resides on North Park ave- 
nue, took refuge in the tall under- 
growth after she had fought herself 
free from the embraces of her savage 
assailant. Later she reported the at- 
tack to the police who are at work on 
the case and have evidence from which 
they hope to make one or more arrests 
Wednesday afternoon or evening. The 
police officials refuse to give out the 
name of the woman or of the suspect- 
ed man until after arrests have been 
made. 

The victim of the felonious assault 
was enroute for her home by way of 
the ravine after having made a call on 
the north side. When she crossed the 
ravine on Washington street, she first 
noticed that she was being followed by 
a man. The quickened her pace, but 
the pursuer rapidly caught up with her. 
When the two reached a secluded spot 
near the north end of the Beckman 
store building the man grappled with" 
his victim. 

The woman uttered a scream for 
help. Before she had time to repeat 
her cry, the assailant had grasped her 
by the throat, and she sank to the 
ground in a semi-unconscious conditior. 
Fearing he had killed- the woman, the 
man let loose his grip " on her throat, 
and raised himself to the ground. 
When he turned back the wo- 
man arose to her feet and fled into the 
ravine. At that moment two men ap- 
peared on the scene and pursued the 
assailant who raced northward on Park 
avenue. He sought refuge in • the 
ravine. At a late hour he was seen to 
leave the ravine near the home of Mr. 
Bairstow on Mill Court 

A police officer was summoned. The 
woman was found hidden in 
shrubbery near the bank of the creek. 
She was escorted to her home by the 
police.; She has identified her assail- 
ant as an Austrian, she Relieves. 

The attacked woman, although un- 
injured physically is suffering from a 
nervous breakdown and it is reported 
that her husband will offer a $500 re- 
ward for the capture of the assailant.

Robert Yule, member of a pioneer 
famile of Kenosha county, committed 
suicide Saturday morning at the resi- 
dence of his nephew, B. F. Yule in the 
town of Somers, near Kenosha. He 
hung himself to the peak of the roof 
of a barn on the Yule farm. He was 
64 years old. 

A company of friends had been en- 
tertained at the Ynle residence on 
Thursday evening, and Robert Yule 
slipped away while the festivity was 
at its height. Nothing more was seen 
of him until,his dead body was found. 
Yule had been showing signs of des- 
pondency for some time. 

Many years ago he had trouble with 
his wife, which culminated in the di- 
vorce courts, and since that time he 
had brooded. \ 

The deceased had lived in Chicago 
for many years, but a year ago he 
went to Somers to make his home 
with his nephew. He was a son of the 
late Alexander Yule and a brother of 
the late Mrs. Beatrice Yule Smith of 
Evanston, widow of George "Chicago" 

Smith. 

The dead man is survived by three 
children— Herbert Yule of Kenosha, 
Prof. Charles Yule of Oahkosh, Wis., 
and Frank Y ule of Chicago.

The Board of Review has taken up 
the work of reviewing the assessmente 
in the various towns with the assessors. 

Every assessor in the county will 
be called in until the entire county 
has ' been included in a • tax review 
designated to make a fair equitable 
assessment, the board desiring to hear 
from every property owner who feels 
that an injustice may have been done 
him, respecting the assessment. 

In several of the towns mistakes 
are apparent, it is said, through a 
misconception of the revenue law in 
not making separate assessments on 
the real estate and the farm buildings. 
The law, as originally drafted, requir- 
ed only one assessment on a farm real 
estate and farm buildings, but an 
amendment to the law makes it obliga- 
tory on the town assessor to treat 
farm land and farm just as city and 
town lots are listed building separately 
in assessing separately from the build- 
ings on city property. In several in- 
stances assessors have neglected to 
make the necessary distinctions, which 
moans much of their work being gone 
over again. 

A notable increaae has been made 
in assessing farm land in the county 
over four years ago, the increase ap- 
parently keeping pace with the 
rapid rise than has taken place in farm 
property in the county, though it is in- 
teresting to note the difference a num- 
ber of assessors have made in placing 
valuations on the same -grade of land. 
Where town lines join no two assessors 
have placed the same valuation on 
lands divided only by a public highway, 
there being no notable exception 
this rule in the entire county. 

A new plan of filing complaints has 
been suggested by one of Waukegan's 
large real estate owners. 

He suggests that the board compel 
all objectors to file their complaints 
in writing, and in duplicate. One copy 
could then be retained by the board of 
review, and the other could be filed 
with the assessor of the town from 
which the complaint comes. This would 
give the assessor notice that an objec- 
tion had been made to his work, and 
then" the assessor could be on hand 
when the time comes to defend the as- 
sessment if he so desires. 

It is believed by the board members 
that the assessors will respond to the 
complaints and will be on hand to show 
them why they have put the figures 
down as they have and many of those 
who enter complaints will undoubtedly 
turn back this season.

tected you and us from any possible 
trouble in regard to infringement It 
so happened however that we were 
very much mistaken in our contention 
that" we were hot infringing. . 

It seems that on June 27th, 1899, U. 
S. Letters Patent No. 627,732 was

BREEDING OF OATS AND WHEAT FOR THE 

SELECTION OF IMPROVED VARIETIES 




In the Drying 8hed. 



By U H. SMITH, 
University of Illinois. 
These pictures represent the har- 
vesting of the oats breeding plot. The 
method of procedure in Improving oats 
and wheat by breeding depends lipon 
the fact that thcro exist hero and 
there In our fields o/ grain exception- 
al individual plants. Go into any 
wheat or oats field and notice tho 
great range of variation with respect 
to the size and vigor of the Individual 
plants. Somo of these exceptional, 
fine, large plants are the result of 
some favorablo advantage In the way 
of extra Bpace, plant food or moisture, 
or they may bo large and fine because 
they are inherently so, and will trans- 
mit these same qualities through 
their seed. Tho only way of separat- 
ing tho former from tho latter 1b by 
tho breeding plot where each head of 
grain Is planted In a row to Itself In 
a comparative test where it Ib made to 
show up a performance record as to 
Its yielding qualities. In such a 
breeding plot each row represents a 
strain, coming from a single individ- 
ual parent The rows are harvested 
separately, the product of each being 
tied up into a bundle, properly labeled 
and finally threshed In order to de- 
termine the weight of grain produced. 
The record which a strain thus makes 
determines whether it shall bo chosen 
for further propagation or whether it 
is rejected. It is a case of "many 
are called, but few are chosen." Tho 
most desirable strains arc Increased 



and tested further in competition, un- 
til finally those that prove after a 
series of tests to be tne most produc- 
tive aro multiplied and distributed aB 
new and Improved varieties. This 1b 
Improvement by simple selection and 
does not involve some of tho moro 
complicated methods of hybridization. 
This kind of breeding Is simpler in 
tho caso of such plants as wheat and 
oats than In corn, because wo havo 
to deal In tho former with a Bolf-fer- 
tlllzed plant, whereas in corn we have 
tho complications arising from tho 
natural cross-fertilization which takes 
place. Because of this fact, a strain 
of wheat onco Isolated can be depend- 
ed upon to breed true to Its charac- 
teristics. Ordinarily wo need expect 
no deterioration in such a strain onco 
Isolated, and on the other hand wo 
need expect no improvement. A par- 
ticular strain can acquire no new her- 
editary elements to change It ono wny 
or another, as In the case of a cross- 
fertilized organism where we have 
combination and re-combination of 
characters to produce variation. 

TheBO photographs show tho meth- 
od of handling such breeding plots 
and aro qulto self-explanatory. The 
one shows tho cutting of the breed- 
ing rows and tying of tho bundles, 
preparatory to taking them into tho 
drying shed for curing before tho 
threshing. The other photograph 
BhowB tho bundles In tho drying shed, 
protected from tho depredations of 
much and birds.

POINTS FOR THE DAIRYMAN 

By F. A. JORGENSON, 

University of Illinois. 

For good cream, good butter, moro 

money and greater satisfaction, the 

following points should be carefully 

observed: 

1. Milk' with clean bands. 

2. Clean tho cows before milking, If 
filthy. 

3. See that all bo am a in milk utensils 
are properly flUBhed with solder. Only 
well tinned metal vessels should bo 
uacd for milk. 

4. Clcaon all milk utensils properly 
and placo them in the sunlight. 

5. Remember dirt carries bacteria 
which cannot be strained out of milk, 
hence avoid getting dirt in the milk. 

6. Place. tho cream In cold water at 
once after separating. , 

7. Never run the cream directly 
from soparator into can containing 
cream from previous skimming. 

8.' Never mix warm and cold cream. 
D. Stir the croam occasionally whllo 
cooling. 

10. Keep the cream sweet In hot 
meather by changing the water often. 

11, Keop the milk house clean, well 
lighted and well ventilated, .and uso 
It for no other purpose except for 
milk and cream. 

12. Do not keop cream In rusty milk 
cans, Bettors or buckets; tho cream 
will not koep bo well and the rusty 
utenails may produce a very objection- 
able metallic flavor. 

13, Do not keop cream in musty cel- 
lars, nor In any placo near vegetables, 



fruits, meats, soap or any other strong 
odored provision; they taint tho 
cream. 

14. Stir the cream often so that it 
will be free from lumps. Only fresh, 
Bweet and smooth cream can be sam- 
pled accurately. When cream is sour 
and In poor condition, the test Is usu- 
ally lowered. 

16. Use a regular milk stirrer^ skim- 
mer, or long handled spoon, for stir- 
ring cream; avoid wooden paddles be- 
cause thoy aro unsanitary. 

1G. If properly cooled, and kept cool, 
cream will not bo soured by a thunder 
storm. 

.17. Deliver the cream oa often aa 
possible; not less than three tlmeB a 
week during hot weather and twlco a 
week In winter. 



Shallow Cultivation After First 
Don't cultivate corn too deeply aft- 
er it has been given a good cultiva- 
tion tho first time. Onco under wny 
Its roots oxtend laterally but a few 
Inches undor the surface, and If the 
cultivator shovelB reach down ao aB 
to expose or tear through thorn, in- 
jury is dono to tho plants. 

In cultivating, theroforo, aim to 
pulvorJzo' the surfaco and kill tho 
roots. 



Protection Against Moles. 
To keep tho molea from a bed sink 
a close mesh wire netting a foot wldo 
nto the soil around it to extend about 
two inches abovo tho surface. If you 
havo no nottlng, ubo boarda. Either 
will provent tho entranco of mo'oa 
Into the bed.

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was more widespread misconception regarding 
the needs of corn than about any other leading 
form commodity. 

For tho purpose of putting our farmers on 
the right track In tholr corn growing Undo 
Sam during the past- few years had field agents 
or demonstrators traveling about the country 
all the while to give advice and assistance to 
the corn growers who do not appear to be 
doing the thing tho best way. At first thoro 
was a disposition to regard with distrust If not 
with suspicion tho advico f>f these "book farm- 
ers," but gradually as they proved that, thoy 
could double and triple corn yields with scarcely 
a cent of extra expense, they won over to 
their side a considerable portion of the farm- 
ing community, and this "missionary work" is 
now being extended until in time it will em- 
brace the "corn belt" where strange as it may 
seem the farmers 'are not getting nearly all 
that they Bhould out of tho land — that. la If 
you let these government sharps tell It. 

The first boost that was given to the Amer- 
ican corn crop came through improvement by 
■seed selection. Tho exports have induced the 
farmers to select their seed corn with great 
care in the 'field instend of merely making use 
of what happens to remain In the crib at plant- 
ing time and tho improvement from this cause 
alone has approximated at least twenty per 
cent. Most of tho progressive corn growers 
have also awakened to tho wisdom of properly 
preserving seed corn by keeping It dry during 
the winter in a special seed house Instead of 
merely entrusting It to tho corn crib In the old 
haphazard way. It has now come to tho pass 
where the beet quality of corn Is worth $25 per 
bushel more for seed purposes than unsolected 
corn. 

A second effective method of improving our 
corn crop has as Its purpose the improvement 
of the condition of tho soli In accordance with 
•the studied requirements of corn cultivation. 
'Modorn Bclenco is teaching tho farmer' that it 
simply will not pay to attorapt corn growing 
on poor land until It Is brought Into a fertile 
condition by tho growing and plowing .under of 
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leguminous crops, tho application of manure, 
etc. , In not a few Instances corn farms have 
been rendered moro profitable by rearranging 
the fields in order to make them more uniform as 
regards moisture and. soil fertility. Soil wash- 
ing, that is, the washing away of the surface 
soil— one of the bugboars of corn growing— Is 
being prevented by systematic means such as 
wero almost unheard of a few years ago. 

Tho big problem of fertilizers Is ono which 
touches the very heart of the corn-growing, 
Industry and the experts in and out of. tho 
government service have prepared very ex- 
plicit directions for enabling tho corn grower 
to add to his soil nitrogen or whatever other 
Ingredients are most needed to produce tho 
longed-for prize cars of* corn. It has been 
found upon investigation that many farmers 
have had very different ideas as to how corn 
should bo planted and cultivated but at tho 
same tlmo it has been discovered that no 
hard and fast ruleB can be .laid down aa ap- 
plicable to tho whole country. Tho corn 
grower who Is cultivating a deep soil in a sec- 
tion whoro there is prolonged dry weather* will 
obviously have to proceed on a different the- 
ory from tho man whoso land is low and wot 
Tho point that Is being driven home is that 
each farmer must study his own particular 
needs. 
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An odd circumstance in connection with this 
phase of tho crusade for bettor methods of 
handling tho corn crop wob tho discovery by 
Uncle Sam's investigators that corn growers 
as a class are vory conservative, altogether 
too conservative, Indeed, for their own good. 
The Implements and methods employed In 
Iowa are entirely different from those of Con- 
necticut and the latter, in turn, are dissimilar 
to those In use in Georgia. No section has a 
monopoly of nil the good things in methods 
and machinery and In many instances a prac- 
tice in vogue in ono locality could bo profit- 
ably used in another district which had remained 
In ignorance of it All this bids fair to bo 
changed, however, under tho present awakon- 
Ing. Wlde-awako corn growers are paying 
visits to other corn-producing states than their 
own and tho result is likely to be a general 
discarding of poor and adopting of Improved 
methods. 

Tho depth of planting, the distances be- 
tween rows and hills and the depth and fre- 
quency of cultivation are all corn problems 
that are being solved along dependable scien- 
tific lines after a century or more of discus- 
sion, and dispute. Meanwhile thtf Improvement 
of corn cultivating and harvesting machinery 
has worked wonders in bringing about the 
now era in the corn fields. Mechanical corn 
harvesters havo developed more slowly than 
tho machines for wheat and other cereals, at- 
tempts to solve the problem of mechanically 
handling the corn crop dating from 1820, 
whereas It was not until 1831 that Cyrus Mc- 
cormick, made tho first reaping machine. 

Despite the fact that thoro was almoBt con- 
tinuous exporlment In the sphere of corn har- 
vesting machinery from the date above men- 
tioned it was not until 1892 that success crowned 
tho efforts. of the invontorB, The principle in 
corn harvesters' and binders which wns destined 
to prevail appeared In the year mentioned, tho 
invention -of ah Illinois man. In its element- 
ary form It consisted of a corn harvester with 
the two dividers passing, ono on each aide' of 
a row of corn, which was cut and carried back 



in a vertical position to the binder attach- 
ment bv means of chains and gathering arms. 
Latterly various improvements and modifica- 
tions of the design have been made and now 
inventions along the samo lino havo been In- 
troduced. In some of the machines the binder* 
Is In almost horizontal position instead of 
vertical. 

Naturally, badly tangled fields make the 
progress of a corn harvester somewhat slow, 
but It Is remarkable with what precision tho 
machine will right the stalks. Owing to the 
great variation in tho height of tho corn, even 
In tho same field, tho bindlng'attachments are 
given great range of operation and In some 
machines they ore placed as high as 32 
inches. Tho machines weigh from 1,400 to 
1,800 pounds each and cost, on an average, 
$125. Tho average number of acres cut per 
day by such a corn binder Is upward of eight 
and tho total cost per acre of harvesting the 
corn by this method (allowing for cost of ma- 
chine, wages of driver, outlay for twine, etc.) 
averages about $1.50. Corn shockors cost 
about as much as corn binders and weigh ap- 
proximately the same. These are the ideal 
machines for owners of Bmall farms who do 
most of tholr own work. A man with three 
horses and a corn shocker can cut about five 
acres of corn per day at a total expense of 
$1.06 per acre as against $1.60 per acre with 
the machine previously described. ' 

Tho fundamental foatures of tho corn 
shocker aro the circular rotating cutters 
which cut tho corn as tho machino advances 
and tho circular rotating table upon which the 
corn Is collected vertically to form a shock. 
A loading device for handling the shocks adds 
greatly to the efficiency of the modern ap- 
proved typo of machines. Corn pickers, ma- 
chines which remove the oars from the stalks 
(which latter are left In tho field) cost $250 
each and are operated at an expense of $1.81 
per aero. Combined huskers and shredders 
aro tho latest additions to corn handling ma- 
chinery and on up-to-date farms these are 'in 
many Instances operated by gasoline engines.

Work for Extinction of Tuberculosis. 
Exhibitions showing In graphic form 
the prevention of consumption have 
been shown In every state In the 
United States, except Nevada, Arizona, 
New Mexico and Wyoming, and also 
in most of the Canadian provinces and 
in Mexico, Porto Rico and Cuba, ac- 
cording to a statement made by the 
National Association for tho Study 
and Prevention of Tuberculosis. There 
are now 25 'states and 1G cities hav- 
ing permanent and traveling exhibits 
besides the two operated by the Na- 
tional association itself, and the total 
number of similar displays is over 
200, including about 150 small school 
exhibits. The first tuberculosis ex- 
hibit in America was shown by the 
Maryland Tuberculosis commission in 
January, 1904. In 190G there wen 
four such exhibits.

Fortifications Now Useless — Undesir- 
able Persons Rent Space From Gov- 
ernment and Attaok Pedestrians. 

: Thore Is talk, as there has been 
talk for years, of leveling the fortifi- 
cations of ParlB, which are perfectly 
useless now. in" the improved condi- 
tions of modorn warfare, and of 
building houseo oh the large -tract of 
ground which would be set froo right 
round Paris. At present the' fortifica- 
tions aro not only useless as a pro- 
tection to tho city In tlmo of war, but 
they are absolutely dangerous to tho 
citizens in time of peaco. According 
to the law a largo space- around the 
fortifications is kept free of. all stono 
buildings. This military zouo, as It 
is called, has no houses upon it, but 
little one-story huts aro allowed ' to 
he built there and are rented at tiny 
rentals by tho military authorities. 
Their cheapness and discomfort at- 
tract undesirable tenants, and the 
Paris apache has for years made a 
hunting ground of tho fortifications. 
Only a few ..days ago a rich -Rus- 



sian, M. IvanofT, had gone for a drive- 
in a taxlcab. The motor broke down 
near the fortifications, and while It 
was being put right M. iVanoff went 
for n stroll. He was not more than 
a couplo of hundred yards away from 
his cab when two men and two women 
attacked him, stabbed him in seven 
places, robbed him of all his money 
and his watch and chain and a val- 
uable scarfpin, and left him for dead. 
Tho two women have boon arrested, 
but tholr companions aro still at 
largo. The incident is being used as 
anothor argument for tho leveling of 
the fortifications. Anothor argument 
still Is, of course, the great value of 
tho land for building purposes.

Reciprocity Ratified at Last. 

Ay the very satisfacfory vote of 53 
to 27 the United States Senate has 
passed the original Canadian reciprocity 
bill, and the President will sign it. A 
long and in some respects an amazing 
fight is thus happily ended. The re- 
jection of the bill would have made a 
mockery of the whole movement for 
downward tariff revision and freer 
tradej'it would have put the brand of 
"hypocrisy" on the platform-makers, 
Republican and Democratse, of the last 
twenty years. 

The reciprocity treaty as first given 
to the world in January was a surprise 
to the people of the United States— a 
most gratifying surprise. It surpassed 
expectations in point of liberalism. It 
revealed curage and true progressive- 
ness. It would have been even more 
comprehensive— it would, indeed, have 
removed the whole tariff wall between 
the United States and its equally ad- 
vanced northern neighber— had not the 
Dominion feared competion of our man- 
ufactures. Essentially the industrial 
and commercial community was ready 
for the agreement 

The propaganda of years, the need of 
new outlets, the recognized "test" of 
legitimate protection, the community 
of the higher interests between our- 
selves and Canada— all these things had 
prepared the ground for . it. The op- 
position, sincere in many instances, has 
b en prompted by vague fear and doubt. 



Experience was aganst it; reason was 
against it; manifest destiny was' against 
it The failure of the opposition was 
absolutely inevitable. Time and trade 
tides will vindicate the supporters of 
the bill, while its opponents with cheer** 
fuliy forget their errors and prophecies 
of woe. 

The passage of the bill. is a groat vic- 
tory for the President, who ably, boldly 
championed it even when he was threat- 
ened with personal and political dis- 
aster. The people will remember his re- 
fusal to play partisan , politics or to 
consider his own future, and his deter- 
mination to promote the national wel- 
fare while redeeming party pledges. 
The Democrats have wisely co-operated 
with him, and he has wisely declined to 
treat reciprocity as a party issue. It is 
not a party issue. 

The victory marks progress, political, 
moral, industial. And there is glory 
enough in it for all.— Record Herald, t 

Canada Thistle Ordinance 

An Ordinance providin for the cuttingg 
and destroying of Canada thistles and 
other noxious weeds, and unsightly 
vegetation in the villiges of Antioch, 
Illinois. 

Be it ordained by the president arid 
board of trustees of the village of 
Antioch, in the county of Lake and 
state of Illinois. 

Section 1. It is hereby made the duty 
of every owner of real estates, and 
every tenant or person in charge of any 
real estate, within the corporate limits 
of the village of Antioch, Illinois, to 
cut and destroy all Canada thistles, 
burs, ivy, rag weed, jimson weed, and 
every and all noxious or pestiferous or 
unsightly weeds and vegetation on said 
lot or real estate, and keep the same 
cut down, so that none of said weeds 
or vetation shall be allowed at any time 
to grow on said lot or real estate or to 
mature their seeds. 

Section 2. The object of this ordin- 
shall be to prevent the spread of noxious 
weeds in said village, and the collections 
of dust and foul matter therein and 
thereon, and for the purpose of keeping 
said village sightly, clean and orderly 
in appearance. 

Section 3. Noxious weeds as above 
referred to shall include Canada thistles 
bur dock, yellow dock, ragweed, jimson 
weed, velvet weed, sand bur, mustard, 
bull thistles, sweet clover, and every 
and all other pestiferous or unsightly 
weeds or vegstation. 

Section 4 Whoever shall violate the 
provisions of this ordinance or whoever, 
being the owner or occupant of any lot 
or parcel of real estate within said 
village who shall neglect or refuse to 
cut down any such weeds or vegetation 
so growing on his said lot or parcal of 
land, and to keep the same cut down, 
and in a sightly appearance shall befined, 
for each offense, not less than ten (10) 
dollars, and not exceeding fifty (50) 
dollars. 

Section 5. All weeds and vegetation 
so cut down shall be raked up and burn- 
ed as soon as it becomes dry, and not 
allowed to lie on said lot or parcel of 
land. 

Section 5. It shall be lawful for the 
village of Antoch to enter upon and cut 
and rake up and burn any noxious weeds 
as herein defined growing upon any lot 
or tract of land within said village, 
where the owner or occupant thereof 
fails' or neglects to cut and burn the 
same, and to collect from the owner of 
said lot. or tract of land the full expense 
and cost of such labor. 

Section 7. No demand shall be neces- 
sary before suit for violation of the pro- 
visions of this ordinance. 

Section 8. All ordinances and parts 
of ordinances of said village which are 
in conflict with this ordinances are 
hereby repealed. 

Section 9. This ordinance shall be in 
force from and after its passage, ap- 
prove! and publication.

PINAFORE WAS TOO POPULAR 

Once Everybody Sang or Played It 

or Made Continued Use of .Its 

Catch Phrases. 

There was. a time when the vogue 
of "Pinafore" was simply amazing. 
It was not copyrighted and after its 
success in London it was pirated In 
the United States. This piracy was 
the Initial cnuBe of Gilbert's hatred 
of America and Americans. 
•. However, if America did not Bend 
him Its dollars, It was quite ready to 
spread his fame, says the Bookman. 
Church choirs added "Pinafore" to 
their repertoires, and it Ib recorded 
that 100,000 barrel organs were con- 
structed to play nothing else. Here 
is an Ironical note from a newspaper 
of the time: 

"At present there are 42 companies 
playing 'Pinafore.' Companies formed 
after 6 p. m. yesterday are not In- 
cluded." 

Its catch phrase, "What, never? 
Well, hardly ever!" was deadly. It Is 
told, for Instance, that one editor 
barred his staff from using It. 

"It occurred 20 t*nes In as many 
articles yesterday. Never let me see 
It used ngain." "What, never?" was 
the unanimous question. "Well, hard- 
ly ever/L replied the wretched man. 

The readiness of W. S. Gilbert's 
wit Is well Illustrated by this story 
told of him. He and F. C. Burnand, 
the editor of Punch, were guests nt 
the same dinner table where a wise 
host placed the rival humorists* at op- 
posite ends of the room In the hope 
of distributing equally the witty table 
talk. 

Continual shouts of laughter rose 
from Gilbert's corner until Burnard, 
after ineffectual attempts to arouse 
a similar jocularity In his linmedlnto 
circle and unable to conceal his cha- 
grin, leaned forward and said In his 
most sarcastic manner: 

"I suppose Mr. Gilbert is telling 
some of those funny stories which he 
occasionally sends to Punch but 
which don't appear." 

To which Gilbert dryly replied: "I 
don't know who sends the funny sto- 
ries to Punch, but It's very true they 
don't appear."

Washington. — Former United States 
Senator NelEon W. Aldrich of Rhode 
Island flatly contradicted at the Lorl- 
mer .committee Investigation tho 
story given by Edward HInes of Chi- 
cago that AWrich had asked him to 
urge Lorlmor to becomo a senatorial 
candidate. 

In substance, Aldrich's testimony 
was to tho effect that HInes ap- 
proached him and asked lilnf what the 
administration thought of Lorimer, 
and Aldrich informed him that Lori- 
mer was "not objectionable" to Pres- 
ident Taft. 

This Is what former Senator Aldrich 
accomplished during his short ap- 
pearance on the witness stand: 

Denied that ho sent for Edward 
Hines in the Bpring of 1901. 

Denied that he asked HInes to see 
Congressman Lorimer and impress on 
him* "that tho administration was 
,very anxious to have a Republican 
senator elected in Illinois as soon as 
possible." 

Denied that he told HInes there 
were several Important tariff sched- 
ules coming up in the senate for the 
passage of which it was very Im- 
portant to have every avallablo re- 
publican vote. 

Denied that he sent for HInes 
and asked him to accompany him to 
the White House to discuss the Illi- 
nois situation with tho president 

Denied that he told HInes the pres- 
ident and ho (Aldrich) thought Lori- 
mer could be elected and again asked 
HInes to urge on Lorimer "tho neces- 
sity of becoming a candidate and do- 
hig all he could to be elected at the 
earliest moment po33ible." 

Denied that he sent any message 
whatever either to Lorimer or to 
Governor Deneen concerning the elec- 
tion. 

Mr. Aldrich thought he had par- 
ticipated in three conversations with 
Hines. 

Washington. — Revelations concern- 
ing tho unusual interest shown in the 
election of a senator from Illinois by 
Senator Boies Penrose of Pennsyl- 
vania, now chairman of the finance 
committee; an admission that he in- 
vited Edward Hines to become active 
In \he contest, and a suggestion that 
President Taft telegraphed Hines to 
get the Lorimer scandal "hushed up" 
— these were the developments of a 
day in the senatorial Investigation 
into the election of Lorimor. 

Senator Penrose had been casually 
mentioned by HInes In his testimony 
Tegardlng the Interest shown by the 
administration in Lorimcr's . elec- 
tion. 

In his testimony Senntor Penrose 
said that HInes' testimony about his 
interest in tho election was substan- 
tially correct. He went further and 
said that he believed Hines was work- 
ing only for the good of tho Repub- 
lican party. 

Penrose told of Hines' great interest 
in the preparation of a lumber sched- 
ule in the tariff bill of 1909. He 
told of their first meeting, when Hines 
interviewed him about tho schedule. 
They naturally fell to talking about 
the deadlock In Illinois. 

"I probably urged Mr. Hines, as a 
citizen of Chicago, to uso bis best ef- 
forts to bring about a result I was 
in favor of Mr. Lorlmer's election. 
Mr. Hines reported to me continually 
as I met him In the tariff discussions. 
I rather think I invited his activities 
in the matter. 

"I don't recall any one asking me 
to send a message to Illinois. It 
might have been, and I might have 
done it" admitted Penrose. 



Suggests Body Similar to Interstate 
Commission to Regulate Cor- 
porations. 

Duluth, Minn.— Attorney , General 
Wlckersham, speaking before the Min- 
nesota Bar. association hero, advocated 
a federal commission for tho regula- 
tion of corporations In tho same way 
as tho interstate commerce board now 
curbs the railroads. 

The cabinet member declared also 
that the duty of fixing prices of com- 
modities might devolve upon this com- 
mission, though ho expressed some 
doubt of tho practicability of this 
phaso of the plan. 

The law of supply and demand, Mr. 
Wlckersham said, no longer controls 
prices in the United States. For 
years, he said, tho prices In all the 
great staple Industries havo been 
ilxed by agreement between the prin- 
cipal producers and hot by a normal 
piny of free competition. 

An Interstate commission, the attor- 
ney general added, would prevent vio- 
lations of tho anti-trust laws and old 
business men to maintain a continued 
status of harmony with tho require- 
ments ot the statutes. 

"That further regulation of corpora- 
tions carrying on commerco among 
the states may bo necessary," he said, 
"Is coming to bo a matter of current 
comment It has been openly advo- 
cated recently by representatives of 
somo of tho largest combinations of 
capital, probably as a means of salva- 
tion and to preserve under govern- 
ment supervision great organizations 
whoso continued existence is menaced 
by tho recent Interpretation of tho 
Sherman act the disintegration of 
which would be attended with heavy 
loss. To such it is a case of 'any port 
In a shipwreck.' Better continued co- 
operative life, even under a powerful 
master, than disseminated properties 
and segregated activities without con- 
stant government supervision. 



BOSTON INVADED BY CHOLERA 



Woman Succumbs to Disease Which 

Is Traced to Sailors Taken as 

Lodgers — Men Disappear. 



Boston. — Asiatic cholera has reached 
Boston and caused ono death, while 
two foreign sailors who are believed 
to have brought the dread disease 
here after being taken ill disappeared 
and their whereabouts is unknown, 
according to a statement given out of- 
ficially by Chairman Samuel H. Durgin 
of the Boston board of health. 

The cholera victim was Mvs. Tamas- 
slno Mastrodenlco, who died at tho de- 
tention hospital on Gallup's Island. 

Mrs. MaBtrodenlco took into hei 
home as lodgers a few weeks ago two 
sailors who were members of the crew 
of a steamer supposed to have sailed 
from an Italian port 

The sailors subsequently were taken 
ill and disappeared. Efforts are being 
made to locate them. 

Tho children of Mis. Mastrodenlco 
are under observation at the quaran- 
tine station and the board has already 
begun the work of examining the 
many persons who may havo come 
into contact with the dead woman. 

Her house in the congested Italian 
district of tho city will be thoroughly 
fumigated and all precautions taken 
to protect tho 25 families, Including 
some half a hundred children, who 
also live there. Mrs. Mastrodenlco, 
until she was Isolated, was attended 
constantly by her daughter, Mary, 
who slept with her.

Measure Curtails Powers of Peers and 

Adds to Rights of House of 

Commons. 



London. — The veto bill, which cur- 
tails largely the powers of tho house 
of lords and adds immensely to the 
.rights of the house of commons, was 
{practically made a law. It passed lta 
third reading In the house of lords 
after three hours* debate with tho op- 
position of only a single peer. The 
victory was won In a rather curious 
;way. Tho members of the house of 
commons threatened that If the lords 
did not accede to the new idea they, 
the commoners, would appeal to the 
king and have 500 new peers created. 
Naturally there would bo among tho 
.new ones many — a majority. Indeed — 
Tvho would support the commoners and 
vote with them. This Idea of "dilut- 
ing tho blood of the house of lords" 
horrified that august body. 



Noted Auto Driver Crushed to Death 

In Attempting to Avoid 

a Wagon. 

Blue Rivers, Wis. — Louis Strang, 
the noted automobile race driver, 
was Instantly killed near here, when, 
in an endeavor to avoid a wagon his 
autoraobllo careened and went crash- 
ing over a high embankment. 

Strang was driver of a car carrying 
the technical committee of tho annual 
endurance tour of tho Wisconsin Auto- 
mobile association. 

In the car with Strang were three 
other passengers, including Joe Jag- 
gerberger, also a driver of Caso cars, 
and Lester Clark of Richland Center, 
WIb. The name of the other passen- 
ger has not been learned. Strang did 
not Jump, but remained at the wheel 
and was crushed to death in tho fall 
of thirty feet 



Catch Alleged Counterfeiter. 
Hartford, Conn. — Secrot service 
agents arrested Jesse Schroeder, 
charged with being the source of the 
supply of counterfeit bills which have 
been in evidence for somo time In 
Ohio and Kentucky. 



Missouri Educator Is Dead. 
Kansas City, Mo.— J. V. CY Karnes, 
ia widely-known attorney and educa- 
tional worker, died at his home in 
this city, aged seventy. For years he 
was a member of the board of cura- 
tors of Missouri university. . 



MORE PROOF OF MINE BUST 

Superstructure of the Maine Blown 
Upward Gives Further Support to 
Outer Explosion Theory. 

Havana. — Tho remains of four of 
the Maine's crow were found crushed 
amidships beneath tho superstruc- 
ture that had been thrown up 
forward. It 1b moro and more appar- 
ent that the Maine waB blown up by 
an exterior explosion. 



Washington.— -Tho Canadian reci- 
procity bill was passed by tho senate 
by a vote of 53 ayes and 27 nays, and 
the business for which congress was 
assembled in extraordinary session 
was concluded. 

President Tnft did. not receive the 
measure for signature before leaving 
for Beverly as the house had ad- 
journed before the senate took the 
final vote, and tho engrossment of the 
bill must take place while the branch 
in which it originated is in session. 
The house does not meet again until 
July 26, when the final formalities 
will take place. 

Every amendment was voted down 
by a larger majority than that by 
which the original bill finally carried 
— In all cases where a roll call was 
had. On the final passago 21 Repub- 
licans voted for the bill and 24 against, 
32 Democrats for It and 3 against 

The only significant thing as to 
votes on the various amendments was 
the practically unanimous disposition 
on the part of friends of tho reciproc- 
ity measure not to allow anything to 
mar the agreement entered into be- 
tween executive officials of tho Cana- 
dian and United States govern- 
ments. 

Most of the votes on amendments 
on which there were roll calls ran 
about 16 to 64. The highest votes ob- 
tained in favor of any amendments 
were those on the Nelson cattle and 
farm products proposition and the Mc- 
Cumber scheme to prevent elimination 
of the duties on grain in bond. The 
former was defeated 23 to 58 and the 
latter 21 to 54. 

No big crowds filled the galleries 
when the end camo, but there were 
many members of tho house on the 
floor as the finish approached. There 
was no oratory — Just a series of roll 
calls, which brought tho main Issue 
to a vote. 

Ottawa, Ont.— The favorable action 
by the United States senate on the 
reciprocity agreemnt piits the govern- 
ment in a somewhat stronger position, 
but it Is conceded that it will not 
prove a factor In breaking tho pres- 
ent deadlock on the question in the 
Canadian commons. Tho leaders of 
the opposition profess to see no 
change In the situation and assert 
that they will continue the filibuster 
against a measure which, they claim, 
is tho entering, wedge looking to dis- 
solution of Canada's ties with the 
mother country. 

Under parliamentary rules the ma- 
jority cannot force closure' on a ques- 
tion of this kind. The opposition can 
delay a vote Indefinitely by providing 
speakers to continue debate. 

A dissolution of. parliament and an 
appeal to tho country In a general 
election with reciprocity as the issue 
is the only course left to the govern- 
ment, and It is expected that Premier 
Laurlor will take advantage of the 
first opportunity within a fortnight 
The now parliament would be able to 
enact the ngroement before tho first 
of the year. 



Manassas, *Va. — President Taft 
in addressing sovcral thousand Union 
and Confederate v voteranB made 
a vigorous plea for International 
peace and was applaudod and cheered 
most heartily. 

The president declared that a gen- 
eral arbitration treaty both with Great 
Britain and with Prance probably 
would be signed within tho next ten 
days. Ho added that ho hoped within 
the next few days to announce that 
three other great powers would enter* 
Into similar agreements with the 
United States. He did not go so far 
as to Indicate the nations that he had 
in mind, but It was generally - be- 
lieved that ho referred to Germany, 
Italy and tho Netherlands. Japan ul- 
timately may come Into the far-reach- 
ing peaco pact, but tho negotiations 
with tho empire as yet are said to be 
merely tentative. 

President Taft reached Manassas 
after a tempestous trip. It was so 
strenuous that tho presidential party 
abandoned their motor cars here and 
returned to tho capital by train. Mr. 
Taft laughingly likened his troubles 
in getting to Bull Hun to those that 
some folks 50 years ago had In get- 
ting away. • 

"I brought somo senators and repre- 
sentatives down with me from Wash- 
ington," he sold, "and because of the 
exigencies of tho road and the storm 
and strife of the elements we camo 
far .more slowly than some senators 
aud representatives who came down 
here half a century ago went back." 



Washington. — Congressman Stan- 
ley's expected sensation In the in- 
vestigation of tho steel trust was 
sprung In the form of an alleged 
agreement entered Into In November, 
1900, by eleven steel companies to co- 
operate for their mutual Interest and 
to form an organization known- as 
"The Steel Plate Association of the 
United States." 

No sooner had the committee met 
than Chairman Stanley put Into the 
records a copy of the alleged agree- 
ment It first came to light through 
Eugene Bonnowell, an attorney, and 
F. B. Kauffman, a job printer, both 
of Wayne, Pa., who acquainted Chair- 
man Stanley of their Information. 

Any steel company violating the 
torms of the agreement, It Is assort- 
ed, laid itself liable to heavy penalties 
and fines of as much as $1,000 have 
boon imposed. Each firm was re- 
quired to make monthly sworn state- 
ments relating to shipments, rolling 
production, otc, and any member who 
shipped more than his apportioned 
amount was required to pay a fine on 
each pound of such excess, the monoy 
collected being divided among tho 
members who did not ship up to their 
nlloted share. 

Section 9 'of tho agreement, reads: 

"All saleB between parties to these 
agreements shald be at full prices, 
as provided In agreement B nnd all 
shipments Bhall be reported by the 
manufacturer, on which a pool tax will 
ho charged the Barae as outside par- 
ties, the purchaser also to report ship- 
ments of all such materials so bought, 
for which they shall claim and recolvo 
credit." 

Richard IJnuauury, counsel for tho 
United States Steel corporation, pro- 
tested against the Introduction of copy 
of tho agreement because It was not 
signed and because the date as 
given was one year In advance of tho 
formation of the United States Steel 
corporation. Mr. Lindabury said that 
there was no such agreement In the 
files of the steel corporation and ho 
denied all knowledge of it, but tho 
copy of tho agreement as read was 
placed In the committee's report.

After trying for three-quarters of 
an hour to got a hearing and finding 
himself unable to prevail against the 
uproar, Premier Asquith cut short 
his projected speech and amid a 
huhub declared that If tho lords would 
not consent to restore the veto bill, 
even with reasonable amendments, to 
substantially Its original form, the 
government would bo compelled to In- 
voke the exercise of tho royal prerog- 
ative for the creation of new peers. 

Unable to restore order Speaker 
Lowther declared the sitting sus- 
pended.

ROADS MUST CUT WEST RATES 



Interstate Commission- Issues Sweep* 

Ing Order Affecting All Freight 

Charges Between Coasts. 

Washington. — Decisions of- far-reach- 
ing Importance were announced by 
the interstate commerce commission. 
They' affect directly all freight rates 
between the Atlantic ocean and tho 
Pacific coast. Particularly, thoy affect 
tho rates In tho territory lying be- 
tween Denver and Pacific coast 
points. 

By tho opinions handed down tho 
commission has attempted to arrive 
at a definite relation of the rates Uo 
the non-competitive points as com- 
pared with those to the coast, and haB 
laid down the extent to which the 
rates to interior points may exceed 
tho coast rates. 

In all the cases decided the carriers 
arc given until October 15 to file tar- 
iffs with the commission, constructed' 
in accordance with tho views Bet forth 
In tho oplnlonB. 

The net result of the decisions will 
be to give lower rates on all west- 
bound transcontinental traffic to cities 
In tho inter-rocky mountain territory.

WASHINGTON.— The public rebuke 
of President Taft, In -which he 
.Btlgmntized certain persons as "simill- 

• brained- and narrow-minded critics," 
'following the -withdrawal of names of 
men prominent in the political world 
jup for membership in the ultra-exclu- 
islvo Metropolitan club, has centered 

the attention 'of the country on the 
•snobbishness of Washington. 

Close observers assert that the im- 
i Impetus given to existing social condi- 
jtionB dates from the Spanish-American 
i-war. Before the treaty of Paris the 
millionaire residents of Washington 
I could be counted on the fingers. Now 
I all the rich and retired, the fnmous or 
j otherwise, the representatives of whis- 
ky, sugar, tobacco— every kind of trust 
j— has his palace In nn ultra-exclusive 
j residential section and the womenklnd 
set up to bo social leaders. 
Money and Influence in the gilded 

• throng is the test which ^Washington 
| now applies to every ambitious public 

man and his wife. The clubs are ruled 
by money, and men who have balked 
the political or financial schemes of 
those who are high in Washington 
clubdom are punished if they seek the 
i companionship in clubs such as they 
•would obtain in their home cities. 



One of the most exclusive clubs in 
Washington keeps on its rolls a man 
who deserted his wife and six children 
to elope with the wife of a fellow- 
member of the same club, while it re- 
fused admission to a man who had de- 
feated the ambitions of certain high 
officials. Ten years ago the lato Gen. 
Henry C. Corbln, then adjutant gen- 
eral of the United StateB army, was 
kept out of thlB same club through the 
efforts of men whose sonB he would 
not appoint to fat positions during the 
Spanish-American war. So many such 
incidents have occurred in the past 
decade that they cease to surprise. . 

Tlmo was that when a new cabinet 
official, a now sonntor or even a mem- 
ber of the lower house came to Wash- 
ington, some courtesy was accorded by 
society. Now that richly clad dame 
Inquires about the home status of the 
raw officials and if the report is not 
up to the standard, Madame Cabinet 
Official or Senator or Representative 
will have a lonesome time, unless she 
has some personal friends In the great 
realm. 

The president and his wife will be 
courteous. They will follow the tra- 
ditions, and will ask them to the 
functions decreed by a century of ob- 
servance. But except to visit amon| 
those whom their husband's rantt 
makes a natural alliance, they need 
not hope for amenity from the real 
leaders of Washington, the wealthy 
women whose palaces are clustered 
up and down lCth street and Massa- 
chusetts avenue and about Dupont 
circle.

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Government to Wipe Out Moro Pirates 



IT is somewhat startling to learn 
that piracy as- bold and fierce as in 
[the days of Captain Kldd still flour- 
ishes under the American flag. The 
«Moro pirates of the Philippines have 
j begun their attacks on peaceful mor- 
1 chant ships once more. A patrol of 
American gunboats was maintained 
jover the Moros in the Sulu seas until 
I recently, and withdrawn in the belief 
Ithat they had been paclflod. The 
j Moros believed that the Americans 
• wore afraid of thorn,, and piracy lmme- 
jdlately flamed, out afresh. Now the 
! patrol will be re-established. 

The Malay pirate of the eastern seas 
,1a perhaps the most notorious' of all 
Jfrcebootlng types. He excels Captain 
IKidd In reckless daring and ruthless 
'cruelty. 

Instead of sailing boldly forth In 
r fleets of outrigger boats, after the old- 
(time style, with a force numbering 
'hundreds of armed and Intrepid war- 
riors, the Moro pirate of today estab- 
lishes headquarters on some small 
island, and therefrom as a base of 
operations conducts furtive raids. If 
successful, he becomes bolder, and 
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ventures further afield In quest of 
booty. Finding a ship in trouble, ho 
attacks It and murders everybody on 
board. Coming across a village that 
looks peacefully Inviting, he sacks it," 
massacrelng all the adult male inhab- 
itants. 

Then, with his load of loot, he does 
not return to the place from which ho 
started, but seeks another island, 
where, with his comrades, he remains 
until they have eaten up or otherwise 
disposed of the proceeds of the expe- 
dition. Meanwhile to hunt down the 
piratical s band Is much like looking 
for a needle In a haystack, for the 
Philippine group comprises many thou- 
sands of little Islands, which toward 
the south are scattered all the way 
from Sulu to within sight of Borneo. 



Committee Is to Sift Indian Charges

THE lid on the seething cauldron of 
Indian affairs is loose It is to 
bo taken oft without further delay by 
.Chairman Graham, of the committee 
on expenditures In the Interior depart- 
ment. 

For years there has been ondloss 
rumor and vague accusations of graft, 
trickery, Jokers in legislation, of ap- 
propriations nominally designed for 
tho Indians, but actually going to land 
grabbing rings; of looting of the In- 
dian estates all over the country, of 
waBte in maintaining the Indians and 
policies that tend to pauperize them. 

The facts are to bo dug out. If the 
charges are true, they are to get light, 
if not, they are to be disproved. The 
investigators expect to stir up a very 
bad odor. 

Where do the, millions appropriated 



each year in the Indian bill go? t It 
has been constantly charged that they 
go In large part to about everybody 
except tho Indians. For Instance, 
$5.00,000 was appropriated In tho Inst 
bill' for irrigation of tho Flathead 
reservation lands. If tho stories now 
being laid before the probers are true, 
this money 1b to be used, not for tho 
Indians, but for lands that have been 
taken from the Indians and are hold 
by speculators. Tho Gila irrigation 
project is alleged to present a some- 
what similar situation. 

Another case that' the committe is 
going to probe is that of tho Crow 
reservation in Montana. . A case of 
Uintah Indians of TJtah.Is going to be 
taken up in tho effort to locate re- 
sponsibility for the woes of this tribe. 
Tho charge Is that the Indians were 
allotted their lands on a map, without 
reference to topography. Some got 
bottom lands and some got mountain 
tops, and on these* they were expected 
to live while the rest of the lands 
wore deftly manipulated into tho 
hnnds of enterprising white men who 
managed the deal. 



Uncle Sam Issues a , Million Patents 



THE United States government will 
soon Issue its one millionth pat- 
ent for dn invention. Commissioner 
of Patents Edward Bruce Moore has 
been looking forward for some time 
to a celebration of tho Issuance of pat- 
ent No. 1,000,000. It was his hope that 
thiB distinguished number should go 
to some epoch-making invention. » 

Tho United States patent offlce'will 
be 122 years old when the coveted 
number is iBBued. The bureau was 
established In 1790 ns an adjunct to 
the treasury department. Early In 
1836 there wns a fire which destroyed 
not only tho- building of tho patent of- 
Geo, but every record, all flie Import- 
ant drawings and papers, and every 
• model owned by tho government. 
Prior to tho Are the office had Issued 
0,037 patents. 

The first strictly American, inven- 
tion to receive a patent from the orig- 
inal United States patent office was 
tho cotton gin. ^The patent was Issued 
March 14, 1794, to Eli Whitney, J Tho 
number of tho Whitney patent was not 
preserved, Neither was the , number 
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of Fulton's steamboat, for which a 
patent wasisBiied Feb. 11, 1809. 

Following tho resumption of a regu- 
lar system of serial numbers for pat- 
ents the first importnnt American in- 
vention to bo granted a patent was tho 
Colt revolver. 

The next great American invention 
to receive a patent was the Morse 
telegraph instrument. The patent, No. 
1,647, was Issued Juno 20, 1840. .The 
patent issued to Charles Goodyear, 
Juno 16; 1844, acknowledged his in- 
vention of the process of tho vulcaniz- 
ation of India rubber. The basic pat- 
ent of tho pneumatic air brake was 
iBBued to George "W. WestinghouBe 
April 13, 1869. It bore serial number. 
88.029. 



HE bodies of four pearl hunt- 
ers, were found swinging to a 
tree limb , recently in a west 
Kentucky county. They had 
been robbed by tho riffraff that 
follows in tho trail of the pearl fisher 
who strikes into a new country of 
rich finds. Pearls have recently been 
found in large, numbers in the rivers 
that wander through the flat lands of 
the weBt Kentucky counties. The 
pearl fleets are moving Into the river 
bottoms in both Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee. 

Tho Mississippi valley is now sup- 
plying the bulk of these pale gems 
that encircle tho white throatB of the 
world's famous beauties. American 
heiresses, princesses of the old reign- 
ing houses of Europe, Indian rajahs 
and the Jewel fanciers of all tho world 
buy and wear the mussel-born pearls 
that are scooped from tho boiled flesh 
of tho fresh-water bivalve. 

Thousands of men and women are 
engaged in the work of pearl fishing 
among, the rivers of the great central 
valley. It has become one of the ac- 
cepted wayB of making an easy living, 
and in some eases the fortunate fish- 
erman becomes wealthy through a 
few lucky finds. Many fishermen have 
thrown away their nets and tackle 
and rigged their flat-bottomed boats 
for the work of gathering up tho deni- 
zens of tho mussel beds. 

Their fleets of dingy boats move 
lazily up and down the streams that 
are tributary to the Mississippi. They 
lift tons of shells from tho mussel 
bedB in tho oozy bottoms of muddy 
rivers. The working up of tho shells 
into pearl buttons has become an in- 
dustry of great importance to many 
of the valley communities. Millions 
of theso grimy shells are taken from 
the rivers each month. Great heaps 
of them Ho along tho rivers, memo- 
rials of the first years of the pearling 
craze in the west. 

There are big fleetB of the pearl 
fishermen's boats on the Illinois. Hun- 
dreds of them patrol the waters of 
the WabaBh and the Little Wabash.. 
The Arkansas, the Red, tho. Des 
Moines, the Rock and scores of other 
streams have numerous camps of 
pearl fishermen. Many of the rivers 
have, been practically scraped clean 
of the mussels and tho fishermen 
have moved on to other and less 
worked areas. Beardstown, 111.; Mus- 
catine, Iowa; VInconnes, Ind., and 
numerous villages In Arkansas have 
long been the haunt of tho foreign 
and the American pearl buyer., 
World's Finest Pearls. 
The big flndd of lato in Kentucky 
and Tennessee have stirred tho Inter- 
est of the professional and amateur 
hunter. For years many of the world's 
finest pearls have been coming out 
of the lower valley; Buy a pearl in 
the United States and there are nino 
chances in ten that the lustrous gem 
came originally from tho grimy hand 
of some pearl hunter along tho Wa- 
bash or tho Illinois. 

Visit tho Jewel shops of Paris, Vien- 
na or London, select a pearl of the 
first quality, and five times out of 
ten It is a Jewel that was picked out 
of a mussel shell somowhoro In tho 
new world. 

Half the pearls sold in tho markets 
of the old world bb sea pearls aro 
known by experts to bo tho products 
of tho big and llttlo streams that are 
tho haunt ot the American pearl fish- 
erman. It 1b now tho source of bup- 
ply from 'which tho mnrkets of tho 
world draw their pale and lustrous 
gems. 

For some mysterious reason v tlio 
pearl. fisheries of the far oast aro de- 
clining in Importance The sun- 
browned expert divers of tho Per- 
sian gulf are still dipping Into the 
hot seas and gulfs of Asia, but their 
finds become less valuable every 
year. The pearl buyers of Europe 
long since turned to America for the 
gems that are loved of women. 



Pearl fishing is enough of a gamble 
to appeal to the reckless tastes of the 
man who likes to make it all on a 
Bingle throw of tho dice. A pearl 
IlBherman may find a prize in tho first 
shell that he opens, or he may spend 
a year opening shells without any 
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"Who is thatTnan," asked tho new 
boarder, "who 1» making such a fuss 
because ho has swallowed a fish- 
bone?"

particular results. It can be made 
hard work,* this business of dragging 
the river bottoms with myriad hookB 
that grapple with the slimy shells of 
the pearl-bearing mussel. Up and 
down tho streams the little flat-bot- 
tomed craft drift and pull, and if tho 
owner Is lucky and careful there may 
be a pearl worth anywhere from $5 
to $1,500 somewhere in the day's 
catch. It Is all chance, but the hard- 
er you work tho more chance you 
have. 

Every Shell Examined. 
With a large load of shells the 
hunter comes ashore and boils the 
mussels in deep vats that ho half 
buries in the ground. This is usually 
done at a half-permanent camp. The 
women and the children of the pearl- 
ing camps aid in this part of the 
work, as every separate shell must 
bo looked over carefully, that no lus- 
trous pearl may bo thrown away as 
useless. 

Buyers from the great jewelry firms 
of London, Vienna, St. Petersburg 
and Paris spend the year in the mid- 
dle of tho pearling districts of the 
valley. Frenchmen, Belgians, Rus- 
sians, representatives of the jewel- 
loving races of tho earth, keep an eye 
on all the big finds that are made 
In various, parts of the valley. They 
must compete with the special buyers 
sent out by New York and other East- 
ern cities. 

Many experts profess to believe that 
the pearl supply of the central stateB 
is rapidly becoming exhausted. 

There aro others who claim that 
the supply Is practically inexhaustible, 
as long as tho number of fishermen 
and boats in the business Is not great- 
ly increased. They believe that there 
aro many streams that would repay 
working that have . thus ' far never 
been dredged or dragged by the pearl 
fleets. It ,1s these rivers that they 
look to for the supply of the future, 
when tho present beds are more near- 
ly exhausted. Miles and miles of tho 
Illinois river, have been scrnped clean 
of the mussels. The 'Des Moines riv- 
er, home of the pearl-button indus- 
try in America, is giving up less of 
pearls and shells than it did In the 
earlier days, when pearling was new 
in the middle west 

Near Mt. Carmel, HI., a llttlo 
moro than n year ago, a lucky fisher- 
man picked up a pearl that was after- 
ward sold for $1,800. Farmers' sons 
and town lads out for a day's fishing 
on the river havo stumbled .upon finds 
worth anywhere from $100 to $500. 
As soon aB news of thiB sort becomes 
known In the neighborhood there is 
usually a rush of the amateur and 
tho professional pearler to that sec- 
tion of the stream.. It is something 
like a stampede to a new gold dig- 
gings, but on a miniature scale. 

Found a $1,200 Pearl. 
One summer afternoon a party of 
fishermen on tho Wabash river were 
fishing in an unfrequented part of 
tho river. Their luck waB anything 
but good, and ono or two of tho party 
began to playfully open a few mus- 
sels that tho low stage of the river 
had bared. Ono of tho party wns 
tearing open tho shells in a listless 
sort of way. He felt something round 
and hard In tho tissues of the half- 
dead mussel. Ho squeezed it, through 
tho clammy flesh and a beautiful 
pear-shaped pearl dropped through 
his fingers.

For 
Instance, albumin water is often or* 
dered for Infants with acute stomach 
trouble. A mother can give It with 
perfect Bafety to nourish an 111 baby 
until the doctor Is reached. Albumin 
water is nothing more than the white 
of an egg dissolved In a pint of cold 
water, that has been previously boiled. 
Sometimes a baby can keep nothing 
else on his stomach for days but this 
light yet apparently sustaining drink. 

Barley Jelly Is also excellent. To a 
tablespoonful of barley flour, which 
has been dissolved in cold water, add 
a pint of boiling water. Boll this with 
a pinch of salt for 20 minutes In a 
double boiler, strain, flavor and serve 
very cold.

Sllmore Told Her She Would Be 

Crowned Queen of Song 

In America. 

In the first series of articles de- 
scribing the girlhood of great singers, 
the Woman's Homo Companion tells 
of Mine. Nordlca's experience with 
Mme. TletJenB, the dramatic soprano. 
It waB InBoBton, where Lillian Norton 
(that being Nordlca's real name) was 
then studying. 

Mme. Tlejens, who had come to the 
city to sing In opera, sent a message 
to the conservatory asking lo hear 
any student with unusual voice and 
talent. Nordlca was sent in response, 
her mother going with her. The visit 
was made on a matinee day and the 
prima donna to spare herself deputed 
her sister to receive them. 

Though regretting a lost opportunity 
the aspirant started to sing. Defore 
she had got very far a door opened 
softly, then was thrown wide and 
TIetjens entered! In her enthusiasm 
she took the accompanist's placo at 
the piano. 

"Work abend and you will he great," 
she said simply. Being warm hearted, 
sho added: "When you come to Lon- 
don I will help you." That friendly 
offer was unfortunately never real- 
ized, for Mme. TIetjens died not 
after. 

"While they were talking a 
old lady came in, a harpist at 
time in the orchestra. Mme. Mnret« 
zek, wlttaw of the impresario. She hnd 
been a prima donna. Her Interest took 
a practical turn. 'Come to me f>n 
Staten Island next summer,' she gen- 
erously offered, 'nnd 1 will coach you 
in your roles.' 

"That summer Nordlca studied 20 
roles. Tn the autumn sho came out 
In concert In New York with Iirlgnoli 
and in the eiu-ly spring following was 
fairly launched on her career as solo- 
ist with Gilmore's band, an organiza- 
tion ranking with Sousn's. The test 
was strenuous for one so young — often 
two concerts a day and arduous travel, 
for they toured the whole country. 

"Gllmore, with his warm, Irish 
heart, recognizing her gifts as well as 
her pluck, once exclaimed: 'You will 
yet be crowned Queen of Song In your 
own country.* Years later Mme. Nor- 
dlca recalled his words when a dia- 
mond tiara from American admirers 
was passed over the footlights to her 
at the Metropolitan Opera house in 
New York."
